Gov't Answers Tories 
on Immigration of 
Refugee Fighters 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 22.—An- 
swering the scurrilous commentaries 
of the reactionary press against the 
immigration to Mexico of the 1,400 
veterans, members of the Interna- 
tional Brigades who are on their 
way to this country, the Minister 
of the Interior of the Cardenas Ad- 
ministration, Sr. Ignacio Garcia 
Tellez, declared yesterday: 

“To cooperate with heroic Spain, 
the representative of all democratic 
institutions, seriously threatened in 
the essence of her national sover- 
eignty, to aid her and to comply 
with the duties of gratitude to those 
who cannot return to their native 
lands without imminent danger to 
their lives, the Mexican Government 
is obliged by the humanitarian prin- 
ciples pf hospitality which do not 
only link men but peoples as well 
in their efforts to preserve their 
existence and the spiritual and col- 
lective liberties inherent in them, 
to give to these persecuted men 
asylum in the territory of the Re- 
public. 

“Here they will be able to till the 
idle lands; here they will find bread 
and tranquillity denied them in their 
own countries only bécause they 
have dared to defend the social con- 
quests which in all epochs have dig- 
nified humanity.” 


SPEAKS FOR CARDENAS 


Declaring that he is speaking in 
the name of President Cardenas, 
the Minister said: 

“It is expected that the attitude 
of our government, determined by 
the duties of solidarity for univer- 


sal peace and fraternity with the 
glorious Spanish people with whom 
we are united through the strongest 
links of historical tradition, be ap- 
preciated and respected. 

“Mexico’s hospitality will serve 
these men,” Garcia Tellez continued, 
“until these veterans will be able 
to return to their native lands when 
the shameful persecutions have dis- 
appeared and the indispensable 
guarantees for a free life have been 
given.

Sympathy of Parents Needed 


Friendships with the opposite sex is the usual expression of sexual 
interest at this age. A wise parent sympathizes with his son's atten- 
tion to a girl friend because that attention is a part of his son's healthy 
growth. There are also many other adult characteristics that adol- 
escents naturally take on, such as dressing up and smoking. Of course 
this does not mean that they really believe they re adult. Usually they 
are still uncertain about their development. 


When Mary spends more time with Bill than with her Latin lesson, 
parents sometimes becorfie anxious. How far should such friendship 
develop at the age of 16? Is it right to try to stop it? How intimate 
can you let such children be if they're not to get into trouble“? 

Now, these children don't want to get into trouble. They do want 
to prepare themselves for maturer relations, sexual or otherwise. But 
parents are prone to be too strict about their children’s friendships, 
because they want to preyent “trouble.” This strictness really increases 
the child's worry instead of relieving it, and then it is much harder for 
him to understand what his friends mean to him, and whether or not 
he should keep the ones he has. 

As we have said in previous columns, the adolescerft is quick to 
rebel against domination — he senses it quickly because he wants to 
be “his own boss.” A lack of sympathy for his need for social rela- 
tions with girls will him uneasy, perhaps resentful, and then he 
becomes less and less able to accept his parents’ advice, no matter 
how good the advice may be, nor how “well-meaning” the parent is. 


Sit Down and Talk to Them 


Some adolescents themselves and are able to accept 
the idea of waiting for mature tex relations until they're older. Other 
children have a harder time, even though they may not say so, and 
may even express this difficulty in a different way, as if it had nothing 
to do with their sexual curiosity. It is these boys and girls who should 
be helped by their parents. A little friendly talk now and then about 
his friends, about what he expects from them or can give them, should 
help the adolescent feel that his parent understands his needs. Then, 
of course, he’s so much more willing to tell his troubles. Recently 3 
13-year old girl told me, There's so much Id like to talk to mother 
about, but I just can’t, because she doesn’t...” 

Let’s accept the fact that the adolescent does have a genuine in- 
terest in sex, which is an expression of love, and which is part of a 
larger interest in human relations; that boy-girl friendships should be 
encouraged. Adolescents will be glad to act reasonably if parents trust 
them. Our social set-up makes it unwise for them to satisfy their 
sexual interest as fully as they might like to; but helpful parents may 
at least encourage the other interests of the child, whether it be in 
aeroplanes or Greek dances or stamp-collecting. And when the adol- 
escent feels accepted as a whole person, accepted for what he is and 
what he wishes to be, he will not be likely have an excessive interest 
in sex.

John Henry has been at it now 
since he was a tot in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, and has had a good deal more 
than the 100 fights the record 
shows.
